LONDON, August 31.—(7:30 P. M.)—Martial law 


has been proclaimed throughout Greece by the Athens 
government, said a Central News dispatch just received 
from Athens. 


A Greek steamship which intended to sail from 


Brindisi, Italy, for Greece today, was not permitted to 
leave the harbor, said a'dispatch from Brindisi. An 
Italian ship sailing for Turkish ports was warned not 
to touch Greece. 


An unconfirmed report was received here this even- 


ing that Italy has begun to mobolize. 


PARIS, August 31.—The Italian government to- 


day broadcast a wirelsss warning to Italian ships not 
to touch at Greek ports, said a Borne dispatch to L'ln* 
traijsigeant. 


MILAN, August 31.—The Greek consulate was 


bombed today for the second time in twenty-four hours. 


Although no hostile move has 


yet been made by either side, the 
menace of war still hovered over 
southern Europe today as a result 
of the Greek-Italian dispute. The 
chief fear, now is for peace in the 
Balkans-

MOB STOP 
KLAN MEETING 


IN NIGHT RIOT 


PERTH AMBOY. N. J., Aug. 31. 


—'Following an all-night riot In 
which a crowd of 5,000 persons 
stormed a meeting of 500 Kins- 
men and defied police and firemen 
to disperse them, quiet was re- 
stored this morning when the last 
of the klansmen left the city under 
police guard- 
During the night's rioting many 


persons were injured, none seri- 
ously- Heads were cracked as the 
angry citizens charged upon the 
Klan's meeting hall, resisting the 
efforts of police with tear bombs, 
Eightstieks and 
revolvers, 
and 


streams of water played from fire 
hose to disperse them. 
The rioting was the worst at- 


tending any meeting of the Klan 
in this section. 
As 
the 
crowd 


stormed the hall there was a stam- 
pede of Klansmen in all directions. 
Some of the sheeted knights fared 
ill when they fell Into the hands 
of the angry citizens. They'were 
badly beaten when rescued by po- 
lice and state constabulary sum- 
moned to the scene. 
Other Klansmen could not make 


their escape. There were fully 100 
knights in the hall at daybreak, be- 
sieged by a dwindling crowd of at- 
tackers. As police saw the ranks 
of the besiegers being thinned with 
the coming of day, they urged the 
Klansmen still in the building to 
flee. Police commandeered a big 
covered 
automobile 
truck 
and 


while they stood guard some of the 
knights were hustled into the ve- 
hicle. 
Others fled in groups of 


twos and threes through a rear 
door under police £s»rd. 
As the truck sped jiway a shower 


of bricks and stones were hurled 
at It 
At the county bridge lead- 


ing into South 
Amboy, another 


.anti-Klan crowd swarmed about 
the vehicle, but police on the run- 
ning board beat them on*, and the 
vehicle reached a tone of safety. 


Police arrested three men, charg- 


ing them with carrying concealed 
weapons.

in the way of the recognition of 
the Obregon government. 


Although President Coolidge had 


been of the opinion that formal 
recognition would be delayed un- 
til the middle of September because 
of certain exchanges which were 
taking place between Washington 
and Mexico City it was said at the 
state department that the final 
negotiations had progressed more 
rapidly than had been expected 
and that all questions at Issue be- 
tween the two governments have 
now been settled. 


Officials declined this morning to 


state when recognition would ac- 
tually take place, but it wits reliab- 
ly reported that the resumption of 
political relations would' be an- 
nounced simultaneously in Wash- 
ington and Mexico City at noon to- 
day. 


The fact that political relations 


have not existed between the Unit- 
ed States and Mexico has been a 
source of embarrassment to this 
government in recent conferences 
with other Latin American nations 
but it is now established that the 
desire of Secretary Hughes for bet- 
ter and more complete understand- 
ing between all of the countries of 
this hemisphere is about to be rea- 
lized. 


Senor Manuel C. Tellez. the Mex- 


ican charge d' affaires here, ex- 
presed a keen interest today in 
Secretary Hughes' interpretation of 
the ?»fonroe doctrine as a basis for 
friendly 
relations 
between

United States and its Latin-Ameri- 
can neighbors, and he obtained the 
complete text of tho Minneapolis 
speech to be cabled to Mexico City 
for President Obregon.

sought wider co-operation with the 
governments of south and central 
America was followed here today 
by the announcement that simul- 
taneous meetings with this end in 
view will be held in all American 
capitals on Columbus day, Oct. 12, 
1923. 


The meetings will be held under 


the auspices of the Pan-American 
international women's committee, 
created by the women's auxiliary 
committee of the United States of 
the second Pan-American confer- 
ence of which Mrs. Charles Evans 
Hughes, wife of the secretary of 
state, is chairman. 


The purpose of these confer- 


ences, according to the annuonce- 
ment of the committee is to "fur- 
ther the pan-American ideal of hu- 
man interdependence and mutual 
co-operation and service."

LIBERTY AKD RIGHTEOUSNESS 


, We are sometimes prone to attribute all of the vir- 


tues to the Pilgrims. We, -who learned their record in 
our short histories of America, associated them with the 
ideals that inspired our revolutionary fathers. We felt 
that these ideals were the direct outgrowth of the spirit 
of liberty which was brought over in the Mayflower. 
We like to 'think of the compact that was drawn up in 
the cabin of that historic vessel on that bleak Novem- 
ber day as being the forerunner of other and greater 
documents of the revolutionary period. But 'as we 
study our histories with a little more definiteness and 
learn of the purposes and characteristics of those who 
settled around the rim of Massachusetts Bay, we find 
that it was personal righteousness and not either civil 
or personal liberty which was the object of those heroie 
pioneers. 


Some people believe that we have been sacrificing 


righteousness for liberty and believe that we can only 
achieve righteousness at the sacrifice of certain ele- 
ments in liberty itself. Apropos of this idea, we call 
attention to a portion of an address delivered by the 
Kev. Dr. Vincent Ravi-Booth delivered at the two hun- 
- dred and fiftieth anniversary of the founding of old 
Deerfield, Mass., on August 19th of this year. On such 
an occasion the speaker would be expected to speak- 
with more authority. In this address, Dr. Ravi-Booth 
on the subject of "The Puritan Commonwealth and the 
.Future of American Democracy" said in part: 


"There is a popular misconception concern- 


ing the founders of the Puritan commonwealth 
which should be rectified. It is that the 6,000 
sturdy Puritans who settled New England came 
over to establish a commonwealth in which every 
soul should enjoy religious liberty. Nothing was 
further from their thoughts. This is quite clear 
from the thoroughness with which they suppress- 
ed every attempt to introduce the Episcopal form 
of worship until the coming of Andros; it is evi- 
dent from the harsh treatment accorded to Roger 
Williams, to Mrs. Hutchinson and her followers 
accused of dissenminating the antinomian heresy 
to the Quakers, three of whom were executed on 
Boston common, and scores of whom were flog- 
rged, imprisoned and mutilated. It is a sad, sad 
story. Not'dnly were the Puritans opposed to 
religious liberty, but to political freedom as well. 
The two go together. A very large proportion of 
the male population were disfranchised, since 
the right to vote was limited to the male mem- 


' 
bers of the state church. 


"The Puritans came across the Atlantic to 


rear on virgin soil a theocratic state modeled af- 
ter the pattern found in the Old and New Testa- 
ment. To them the Bible was the infallible word 
of God, a complete and perfect guide for the prop- 
er ordering of the life of the individual, the fam- 
ily and the state. 


"If the American commonwealth is to en- 


dure, certain fundamental facts must not be over- 
looked. And the first fac.t is that liberty can 
never take the place of righteousness. What use 
is the nation making of its religious and political 
liberty? It is a fact that a large proportion of 
human beings cannot be trusted with ireedom. 
The wave of crime sweeping over the country, 
the crowded jails, the shameful scenes in Boston 
the moment the police went on strike and the 
city was left unguarded, make it quite clear that 
many cannot be trusted with liberty. 
Back of

chise to church members was the conviction that 
freedom means ruin unless it is under the re- 
straint arising from the consciousness of respect- 
ability to God. Liberty should mean for each of 
us self-imposed law. This nation was conceived 
in righteousness and not in liberty. If Liberty 
in America, in the name of democracy, is used to 
undermine the foundations of righteousness, 
then history will repeat itself. Sin is practical 
atheism.

Since his return, to Am- 
ulet la 1917. he has been the head 
if the Department of Physical Ed- 
ication'at the University of Cincin- 
lati. 


Early in July Oberlin College 


tuffered the loss ot the head of the 
Department of Physical Education 
'or Women In the death of Dr. 
ielen F. Cochran in Cincinnati. To 
111 the vacancy made by Dr. Coch- 
in's death, the trustees have ap- 
pointed Dr. Gertrude Evelyn Moul- 
UMi aa Professor of Hygiene and 


Physical Education and Director of 
the Women's Gymnasium. 
Dr. 


Movlton is a graduate of Oberlin 
College In tbe class of 1903. After 
graduation Dr. Moulton was a 
teacher of physical education In the 
public schools ot Cleveland for four 
years. From 1906 to 1915 she was 
connected with the Department of 
Physical Education of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois as instructor, acting 
director and director. She receiv- 
ed the degree of Doctor of Medicine 
from the University of Illinois in 
1919 aad resumed her connection 
with the University aa Assistant 
Professor of Hygiene aad Medical
